SOME interesting facts are to be gleaned from the 
latest report of the Comptroller of the Currency. In 
large part the data collated have been obtained from 
state bank officials, but in part, also, they have been 
gathered in response to a circular letter sent out in 
June last to bankers in states where the law does not 
require reports. In addition to returns from national 
banking associations, reports have been received from 
8,745 state and private banks, making a total of 13,- 
684 banks reporting. The aggregate capital of the 
banks reporting was $1,321,924,992; their, deposits 
amounted to $9,700,796,047, and their resources aggre- 
gated $14,303,116,954. An examination of the rec- 
ords enables the Comptroller to present some highly 
interesting comparisons with the past. It appears 
that in 1882 there was one bank for every 7,190 inhab- 
itants, the capital_amounting to $13.60 per inhabitant 
and the deposits to $54.30. In 1892 there was one 
bank for every 7,016 inhabitants, the capital amount- 
ing to $16.40 and the deposits to $71.40. In 1902 
there was one bank for every 4,897 of population, and 
the capital had increased to $16.90 and the deposits to 
$122.70 per inhabitant. In 1903 there was a still fur- 
ther gain. There was in active operation one bank 
for every 4,410 of population; the capital per inhab- 
itant increased to $18.30 and the deposits to $126.90. 
In all, there are now in existence in the country about 
18,000 banks and banking institutions, including pri- 
vate bankers. 








Tue steady reduction in the cotton production of 
the United States in recent years is resulting in vig- 
orous and systematic efforts by European countries 
to establish a cotton-producing industry in other parts 
of the world which shall render them independent of 
the United States for this important staple, which 
has for many years brought more money into this 
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country than any other single product of the farm 
or factory. Prior to 1898 the cotton production of 
the United States steadily increased, aud this country 
became the great cotton producer of the world, sup- 
plying fully three-fourths, and in many cases four- 
fifths, of the world’s cotton. In 1898 the crop reached 
the unprecedented figure of 11,199,994 bales, and in 
1899 had reached 11,274,840 bales. From that period 
began a reduction of cotton production, the figures for 
1900 being 9,430,416 bales; for 1901, 10,383,422 bales ; 
for 1902, 10,680,680 bales, and the Department of Ag- 
riculture now announces an estimate of 9,962,000 
bales for 1903. The total value of cotton exported 
from the United States since 1870 is $7,339,658,392, 
and from 1800 down to the present time, $11,237,- 
926,092. 

Thus while in nearly all the other great produc- 
tions of the country the yeafs from 1899 to 1903 have 
shown a steady advance, that of cotton has shown a 
steady decline. Coal production, for example, has in- 
creased from 226 million tons in 1899 to 261 millions 
in 1902; pig iron, from 13 million tons in 1899 to 
nearly 18 millions in 1902; steel, from 10% million 
tons in 1899 to 15 millions in 1902; copper, from 253 
thousand tons in 1899 to 286 thousand tons in 1902; 
silver, from 70 million dollars’ value in 1899 to 75 
millions in 1902; gold, from 71 millions in 1899 to 80 
millions in 1902; wool, from 272 million pounds in 
1899 to 316 millions in 1902; wheat, from 547 mil- 
lion bushels in 1899 to 670 millions in 1902; corn, 
from 2 billion bushels in 1899 to 2% billions in 1902; 
while cotton has fallen from 11,274,000 bales in 1899 
to an estimated 9,062,000 bales in 1903.

counterparts in real life. The writer vividly remem- 
bers a jury experience in a Chicago courtroom in 
January, 1902, when he helped decide on the party 
responsible for a tank car of oil leaking away on a 
siding near Winnipeg, Can., in July, 1880. The Chi- 
cago jail contains 700 prisoners awaiting trial and 
Chicago jurists are clamoring for the repeal of the 
abominable indeterminate act passed to pander to a 
maudlin sentimentality to help clear the local dockets. 

One point which stands out with vividness in the 
testimony given by judges examined by the New York 
state commission on judicial delays is their discontent 
with the extent to which the judicial system is clogged 
by the process of appeal. One justice of the Supreme 
Court, the presiding justice of one of the appellate 
divisions of that court, declared that our present ju- 
dicial system was chiefly an appellate system, and 
that things had come to such a pass that the tendency 
was to regard a decision of a trial court as wrong. 
Another justice of the same court thought that the ap- 
pellate courts reviewed too many things; that, in 
fact, the courts were top-heavy with appeals. There 
were, he said, too many appeals on facts which made 
a trial judge careless about setting aside a verdict 
against the weight of evidence. It seems not unlikely 
that some reform of the system of appellate procedure 
may result from the deliberations of the commission. 





















































RANDOM SKETCHES.

“Do you know,” said an experienced salesman to 
me the other day, “that many stove salesmen work 
harder than salesmen in other lines and accomplish 
less, owing to their working on wrong lines? I was in 
a hardware store in a northern city recently, the Mon- 
day after this firm had conducted a most successful 
cooking exhibit of the high-priced line of A. B. C. 
steel ranges. This firm had a row of these ranges on 
their floor and also three rows of one of the best 
medium-priced steel ranges made, but employer and 
clerks had become so enthused over the merits of the 
high-priced range they had been exploiting for a week 
that they could think of little else in the steel range 
line. A couple came into this store while I was there 
and said they wanted to look at steel ranges. One of 
the clerks took them in hand and steered them up 
against the A. B. C..range. He explained it in detail, 
showing how it was the only range ever made. Final- 
ly the woman asked if they could buy it. without the 
high closet. The salesman said he did not know, but 
he would hunt it up. While he was looking in the 
catalogue to see if it was made in square style another 
clerk, in defiance of the rules that should hold in every 
store, took the customers in hand and started in on his 
story in favor of the A. B. C. range. 

“The first clerk made some remark to me about his 
nerve, but I said, ‘Never mind. He won’t make a sale.’ 
And he didn’t; as after inquiring the price, they 
walked out without a sale being made. Just as they 
were going out a second couple came in, and clerk No. 2 


‘ took them in tow and steered them against the A. B. C. 


range with the same story he had given the first cou- 
ple. When he mentioned the price their faces fell. The 
clerk said, ‘We have a cheaper range,’ and commenced 
showing them range No. 2, but after his strong talk on 
the A. B. C. the wind was taken out of his sails and 
as he was talking up this second range I said to clerk 
No. 1: ‘He won't sell them a range,’ and the result 
justified my prediction. 

“*How did you know it?’ the clerk asked me. 

“*T will tell you,’ said I. ‘When I was a clerk in a 
hardware store I noticed all the other clerks were able 
io sell oil cloth in about 5 minutes, and I never could 
make a sale. I figured out that something must be 
the matter with me and I thought over the question 
carefully and solved the matter. The next day in comes 
a woman and asks for oil cloth. 

“***What width do you wish—a yard, a yard and a 
quarter or a yard and a half?” 

“* “What color would you like to have predominate 
—tred, black, blue or yellow ?” 

“* “To you prefer a scroll or a square design ?” 

**“1Do you like a dull or a bright finish ?” 

“*Here I turned the flaps of two corners over and 
showed the two finishes, remarking that the dull was 
just coming in. 

“*In exactly three minutes after that woman entered 
the store the oil cloth was wrapped up and in her pos- 
session and the money was in the till. The point I am 
making in this oil cloth story is to sell people what they 
want. When a woman goes into a dry goods store and 
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asks to see a piece of dress goods, does the salesman 
take down a bolt of the highest priced silk and ex- 
patiate exhaustively on its merits, or does he try to find 
out what the customer wants? Now you people are so 
full of the merits of the A. B. C. steel range that you 
spring it on everybody who enters your front door, 
without ‘trying to find out what they want. You must 
remember that not everybody has the money to buy a 
high-priced range and when you make it a case of A. 
B. C. or nothing, as you virtually do’by the way you 
are exploiting ‘this range, you miss a goodly number 
of sales in the course of a year. The right way to sell 
steel ranges is to’start with the low-priced goods and 
lead the, customer up by. skillful salesmanship, feeling 
your way carefully and leaving your customer satisfied 
wherever he stops. If a man will buy the highest 
priced range you have he is just as apt to buy it if you 
start him on cheap goods, and by so starting you won’t 
miss sales to people who can’t afford dear goods. 

““Let me call your attention to catalogue and de- 
partment store tactics in this line. Do they advertise 
their highest priced goods? No. Pick up their an- 
nouncements and you will find that they invariably call 
attention to cheap ranges. Their salesmen always show 
these to customers first in the case of the department 
stores, but they sell very few of them, as the salesman 
leads the customer on to purchase a higher priced 
piece of goods. A leading Iowa dealer recently told 
me that he had made over $1,000 extra profit in his 
steel range business by rearranging his line of steel 
ranges, putting the cheapest at the head of the line rixt 
the door and the elaborately nickeled one in a darkened 
ell near the rear of his store.’ 

“While I am on this subject of steel ranges,” con- 
tinued my friend, “here is a friendly tip I will bestow 
gratis on steel range manufacturers. Here is an ex- 
tract from the catalogue of a leading range concern 
which I will guarantee you will find practically dupli- 
cated in the catalogues of 150 steel range makers:

“The salesman goes on the road and talks the Bam- 
boo steel range No. 9 at $58.25 list, and the dealer 
practically decides to try a sample. Then he looks over 
his stock and says, ‘I am pretty well stocked up on 
square ranges, but will take your range with a high 
closet.’ “That will be $7.75 extra,’ says the salesman, 
and the dealer throws up his hands and says he can’t 
afford it and the deal is off. Now, in my, opinion, 
the manufacturer should carefully make a price cover- 
ing reservoir, high closet, water front, etc., and then 
make ‘deductions’ where the dealer wants a square 
top. By thus catering to human nature he would ma- 
terially increase his sales.”

The St. Paul Trade is a gentle paper that peace- 
fully pursues its way. Its editor uses ink instead of 
vitriol and shuns splenetic outbursts. However, the 
peculiar tactics of one E. J. Mannix of Sioux Fails, S. 
D., have aroused the combative spirit of this St. Paul 

























































editor, as shown by the following article from its 
Dec. 12 issue: 


The good name and fame of E. J. Mannix of Sioux 
Fails, S. D,, has experienced somewhat of a slump in 
St. Paul jobbing circles during the past week-as the 
result of his attempt to bulldoze certain jobbers into 
advertising in the program book for the annual conven- 
tion of the South Dakota Retail Merchants’ Associa- 
tion. Mr. Mannix’s action is regarded as nothing else 
than an attempt to extort money from the recipient of his 
communications, in which he darkly hinted that there 
would be trouble for jobbers who refused to stand and 
deliver. 

The inference was that South Dakota merchants 
would promptly inaugurate a boycott against the job- 
bers who declined to chip in for the program. The at- 
tempt to scare certain jobbers into advertising patron- 
age which, as a business proposition, they might be in- 
clined to withhold, was roundly denounced by whole- 
salers interviewed by The Trade this week. They did 
not hesitate to pronounce Mr. Mannix’s scheme the 
most underhanded way of soliciting advertising ever 
brought to their attention. At the same time they are 
convinced that the secretary of the South Dakota Re- 
tail Merchants’ Association did not voice the sentiment 
of that organization when he wrote the threatening 
letters. 

The letters in question have been written on the 
letter-head of the South Dakota Association, the names 
of the officers and‘directors of the association appearing 
at the head of the sheet. 

While the letter thus appears to have been sent from 
headquarters, jobbers are convinced that it went out 
without the knowledge or sanction of the other officers 
or members of the association. The most cordial busi- 
ness relations have always existed between the business 
interests of this city and of South Dakota. The mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Association are credited with 
too much hard business sense to stoop to any such con- 
temptible method of soliciting advertising. 

The objectionable communication is worded as fol- 
lows: 

“Sioux Falls, Nov. 20, 1903. 

“Gentlemen—For many days we have been looking 
for the letter that never came. Your reply to our invi- 
tation that you furnish an advertisement for the pro- 
gram book for the annual convention of the South Da- 
kota Retail Merchants’ Association. 

“The retailers of our state are of the opinion that 
those who are not for them are against them, and are 
curious to know where you stand. 

“The merchants of the state have done you many 
favors and confidently expected your co-operation when 
they modestly informed you that they had something to 
sell. 

“Should you determine not to recognize them, as 
seems implied by your silence, the consequence will 
rest upon you. Our people know their friends and 
have good memories. 

“A prompt reply to this will assure a continuance of 
the good feeling which has heretofore existed. 

“Very truly yours, 
“EK. J. Mannix, Secretary. 

“Program book advertising rates: One page, $20; 
one-half page, $12.50; one-quarter page, $7.50.” 

Jobbers interviewed expressed their opinion of the 
letter and the motive which inspired it in this fashion: 

J. W. Cooper of Griggs, Cooper & Co.: “It’s a con- 
temptible piece of business, and bears the ear-marks of 
a deliberate attempt at extortion. I do not believe that 
the writer in any sense represented the merchants of 
South Dakota, who knew that they don’t have to and 
cannot do business with St. Paul jobbers in that way. 
Advertising is a business proposition and no business 
man can be expected to make an advertising contract 
unless there is a good business reason for so doing. 
Compulsory advertising is a novel proposition.” 
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R. A; Kirk of Farwell, Ozmun, Kirk & Co.: “I 
do not think the retail merchants of South Dakota ap- 
prove of the tenor of this letter. It certainly is an un- 
usual way for securing advertisements—one that in my 
opinion will not secure many favorable responses, and 
that is open to severe criticism.” 

H. E. Hutchings of Tibbs, Hutchings & Co.: “The 
letter was apparently written by some fellow who had 
his head twisted out of shape, and he evidently belongs 
to the leech family. No, I don’t think for a moment 
that any reputable merchant of South Dakota would 
think of being identified with a proposition which sa- 
vors so strongly of blackmail.” 

W. J. Dean of Nichols, Dean & Gregg: “I had 
signed a contract for space in the program book under 
the impression that South Dakota hardware dealers 
were to hold the convention. In view of the means 
being employed to secure advertisements for the pro- 
gram, I have decided to cancel the contract. I believe 
that the writer of the threatening letter acted on his 
own initiative. Had he taken counsel of the dealers 
whom he pretends to represent, he wouldn’t be in the 
unenviable position in which he finds himself to-day.” 

H. A. Boardman of Wemott, Howard & Co.: “Plain 
case of hold-up. The author of the letter evidently 
realizes that he made a mistake by so far insulting our 
intelligence as to imagine that we would submit to any 
such terms as he proposed, for he has followed up the 
threatening’ letter to this house with an apology, in 
which he seeks to place the blame on some one else, 
and intimates that such pressure as the letter contained, 
was intended only for ‘delinquent’ jobbers under per- 
sonal obligation to him.” 

The Trade is convinced that the South Dakota Asso- 
ciation, whose merchants are well content to do busi- 
ness with St. Paul jobbers on a legitimate basis, will 
repudiate as a body the adoption of the policy outlined 
by Mr. Mannix with such brutal frankness. 

It would be a suicidal policy and few American mer- 
chants can be found so stupid as not to recognize the 
danger, as well as the absurdity of such a position. 


The tribe of Mannix, I regret to say, is a numerous 
one. Few, it is true, are as bold as the Sioux Falls man 
who signs his name to a communication stating, 
“Should you determine not to recognize the merchants 
of this state, as seems implied by your silence, the con- 
sequence will rest-upon you. Our people know their 
friends and have good memories.” But this is rose- 
water compared to the minatory remarks made verbal- 
ly, sometimes by those getting up these programs and 
even yet oftener by freebooting solicitors who halt 
at no lengths of bulldozing or misrepresentation tc 
secure a contract as they know that to-morrow they 
will be working a new series of manufacturers. 

The advertising business is a legitimate business, but 
it is infested by a barnacle growth of genteel hold-up 
men who either lack the nerve or fear the consequences 
of using brass knuckles, a sand bag or a magazine gun 
on the manufacturer or jobber they pick out for their 
victim. Instead they say “Advertise or ‘the conse- 
quences will rest upon you.’” These Ku-Klux-Klan 
of the advertising world, as will be seen by this Man- 
nix letter, make but the barest pretense of presenting 
arguments as to the value of their mediums—this un- 
doubtedly shows wisdom on their part where the legiti- 
mate publisher says, “You should advertise in our pub- 
lication,” the Mannixite says, “You must advertise in 
our publication.” I am glad to see that the St. Paul 
jobbers are flaying the writer of these minatory let- 


ters.

Paradoxical as it may seem the writer believes that 
the versatility of New Britain’s supremacy in the 
hardware manufacturing world militates against its 
fame as a hardware center. 

The world begrudges success to any individual or 
community in more than one line, and hence plodding 
Sheffields who stick to cutlery gain a wider fame than 
brilliant New Britains whose range of high grade 
hardware is, we fear, largely responsible for the bulki- 
ness of hardware jobbers’ catalogues. 

The hardware jobber who shivers at the inroads 
the cost of printing and distributing his catalogue 
makes in his bank account has only to cut out all 
the lines of goods made in this Connecticut city, and 
there will not be enough of a catalogue left to amount 
to very much. 

New Britain manufacturers are whole souled fel- 
lows, but they are guilty of one scurvy trick, i. e., when 
they induced their fathers and grandfathers to start 
in the hardware in New Britain they took a mean 
advantage of those bright fellows who sold out 
their axle grease or tanning business the day before 
yesterday and starting in making hardware goods 
bright and early yesterday morning. 

The average hardware man remembers the cases of 
hardware that came from New Britain when he was 
a cul; in a tinshop and probably would not be greatly 
surprised if we told him that King Philip secured his 
tomahawk heads from the Pequod Tomahawk Co., 
Ltd., of New Britain. 

However, we can absolutely guarantee that no such 
corporation as this existed in the days of the Grand- 
mothers of the American Revolution, as H. B. Huma- 
son of the Stanley Works has compiled a delightful 
book, exquisite in presswork, typographically, literary 
and historical character entitled “New Britain, the 
Hardware Center,” and his painstaking research 
shewn in delving into the beginnings of New Britain 
as an industrial center is to our mind conclusive proof 
that had there been such a firm as this he would have 
unearthed its catalogue, name of president, secretary 
and other officials, dimensions of plant, etc. 

The celebrated anachronism about a Bohemian sea- 
port would be equally apropos if applied to New Bri- 
tain. It has even no water power and for many years 
had inferior means of communication on land, but it 
had men impregnated with pride in industrial excel- 
lence and lust for industrial conquest and such com- 
munities thrive and grow great where more favored 
sites languish through the half-heartedness of their 
populace. New Britain was founded in 1640 and the 
pioneer settlement was made a parish Oct. 16, 1701. 
It is extremely interesting to hardware men to note 
that the petition 200 years ago for the establishment 
of this parish bore the names of John Hart, Nehemiah 
Porter, Isaac Norton, Jacob Bronson, Isaac Cowles, 
Samuel Smith, Isaac Lewis, Anthony Judd, Thomas 
Hart and John Stanley and one has but to glance over 
the officials of the great hardware manufacturing con- 
cerns of that city to-day to note that the descendents 
of these original petitioners for the new parish of the 
Great Swamp Settlement are still leaders in the af- 
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fairs of this industrial city. John North, born in this 
city in 1748, took up the trade of a blacksmith, and 
branching out from the ordinary work of this craft 
he made knee and shoe buckles, andirons, tongs and 


shovels. Mr. Humason fails to tell’ us whether or 
not he gave rebates to jobbers handling his shovels to 
the exclusion of those of other makers, but will doubt- 
lessly remedy this omission in a second edition of his 
artistic industrial history. 


in 1800 a son of this James North and a neighbor, 
Joseph Shipman, after serving an apprenticeship to a 
Stockbridge, Mass., brass maker, started this line of 
work in this city. 

In passing we would remark that race suicide was 
not a sociological problem of early New Britain, as 
Samuel Hart had 17 children, Seth Stanley 16, Ben- 
jamin Judd 12, Gad Stanley 11, Benjamin Hart 11 
und Jehudi Hart 11. 

Again we must say a word for Elihu Burritt, the 
‘earned blacksmith, one of the most remarkable men 
this country has produced and a man whose life lends 
an aureole of dignity to every artisan the world over. 

Resuming the industrial history of this city we find 
that Seth J. North, a son of this James North, branch- 
ing out into the manufacture of sleigh bells and 
amassing a fortune in the early half of the century. 

And now we come to names that are familiar 
throughout the hardware world. In 1835 F. J. Stan- 
iey, W. B. Stanley, Emanuel Russell, Truman Wood- 
tuff and Norman Woodruff formed a partnership 
with a capital stock of $18,000 for the manufacture of 
plate locks. This was the beginning of the Russell & 
Erwin Mfg. Co. 

In 1842 Geo. M. Landers and Josiah Dewey started 
the manufacture of cupboard catches, furniture casters 
and similar articles. In 1847 the partnership dis- 
solved and Mr. Landers built a factory and added the 
making of coat and hat hooks, wardrobe hooks, brass 
hooks and eyes, etc. In 1853 the Landers & Smith 
Mfg. Co. was formed. In 1862, after the business 
of a Meriden concern in the same line was purchased, 
this firm became Landers, Frary & Clark. 

We have already noted that F. T. Stanley was in- 
strumental in starting the Russell & Erwin Mfg. Co. 
in 1835. He shortly withdrew and in 1842 began to 
manufacture bolts, hinges, drawer and chest handles. 
A decade later this firm’ became a joint stock company 
under the style of the Stanley Works. 

William H. Hart entered this firm in 1854 as secre- 
tary and treasurer, and will consequently shortly round 
out half a century as an officer of this concern. 

The P. & F. Corbin Co. was founded by Philip 
Corbin, Frank Corbin and Edward Doen in 1849, their 
first work being the manufacture of ox-balls. The 
present style of this firm was first assumed in 1851. 

In 1882 the cabinet lock business of this firm was 
sold to the Corbin Cabinet Lock Co., a new corpora- - 
tion, organized to develop this branch of the business. 
In 1903 another offspring of this concern, the Corbin 
Screw Corporation, was formed. 

In 1850, a company was formed in New Britain, 
known as A. Stanley & Company, for the manufac- 
ture of boxwood and ivory rules. Three years later 
the Hall & Knapp Company was incorporated for 








the purpose of manufacturing try-squares and levels. 
In 1855, the rule business of Seth Savage, in Middle- 
town, Connecticut, was bought by A. Stanley & Com- 
pany and the works were removed to New Britain. 
A. Stanley & Company and the Hall & Knapp Com- 
pany were consolidated in 1858, under the articles of 
incorporation of the Hall & Knapp Company, and 
the name was changed to the Stanley Rule & Level 
Company. In 1860, the manufacture of iron planes 
was begun, and this has since constituted one of the 
most important parts of the business. The first presi- 
dent of this company was Henry Stanley, and he re- 
mained in office until his death in 1884. 

Other firms in this city, which are noted far and 
wide for the excellence of their products, are the North 
& Judd Mfg. Co., Humason & Beckley Mfg. Co. and 
Hart & Cooley Mfg. Co. This latter firm have 
branched out in what is something of an innovation 
in the annals of this city of hardware, viz., the manu- 
facture of wrought steel registers, but their success 
in this line demonstrates the sound business judgment 
that dictated this innovation. 

In closing this review we must again echo to the 
compiler the thanks of the hardware world for this 
delightful hardware history. Surely the lives of those 
two great blacksmiths of a past century—Elihu Bur- 
ritt, who became one of the greatest scholars of his 
generation, and James North, who sowed the seeds of 
New Britain’s present greatness as a hardware center 
—lend a glamour to the giant establishments to be 
found in that city to-day.

‘“‘“NEVER-SLIP” NAIL PULLER. 





The Cedar Rapids Mfg. Co., Cedar Rapids, Ia., are 
manufacturers of the “Never-Slip” nail pullers, which 
present several interesting constructional points and 
fill several special needs in this line. These pullers 
work successfully on curved surfaces of barrels, hogs- 
heads, etc., as it overcomes the curved surface, there- 
by rendering the pulling of nails from the side of the 
barrel the same operation as pulling nails with the 
regular form of puller from a flat surface. It enables 
an operator to draw a nail from the chime of a barrel, 
or any edged piece of wood, no matter how sharp 
the edge, providing it is strong enough to withstand 
the pressure necessary to draw the nail. On flat sur- 
faces, its hook, besides acting positively, and never 
slipping when once set, raises the fulcrum point, there- 
by causing the nail to be pulled straighter, it is 
claimed. 

The “Never-Slip” puller, on account of the straight- 
er pull, will, it is claimed, draw a cement coated nail 
straight enough, so that it can be driven again. It 
will draw nails from the cleats which are placed in- 
side of lawn mower boxes to keep the mowers in posi- 
tion and solid in the box, to prevent breakage in ship- 
ment, although these cleats are “toe-nailed” to the side 
of the box from the inside. A small lip extends from 
the mouth of the rammer, and is cast on it. 

This lip serves the purpose of taking out of harin’s 
way that part of the hand which forms a web between 
the thumb and the forefinger. This firm make a full 
weight three pound rammer, and the iron which is 
taken out by way of fluting it, is put into the hand- 
hold. This rammer is finished in a hard, brilliant 
aluminum enamel. 

This firm have incorporated another decided im- 
provement in this rammer by making a double collar 
at the mouth, one being formed by the anti-pinching 
lip and the other being placed back in the rammer 
about one and one-half inches from the lip, thus ob- 
taining a double riding surface for the shank.

B. B. Breed, the toastmaster, fully proved his qualifications 
and fitness to preside as chief speaker at such an occasion, and 
as he introduced the gentlemen who, each in his turn, fur- 
nished delightful talks and jollification, the toastmaster kept 
the halls ringing with bright and spicy jokes and humorous 
personal allusions. 

Mr. Breed first introduced Charles H. Smyth, who, in a 
few happy remarks, held the attention of the listeners.

You have all the elements 
here for the making of an empire—an empire where wealth 
and plenty will crown with contentment a great population.”

“Trades-unionism in its efforts to establish uniformity of 
pay in particular industries, without regard to individual 
ability or energy, and in its attempts to establish the closed 
shop principle, which is a denial of the right of the non- 
union man to have employment, is essentially socialistic.” 

“Trades-unionism is militant socialism led by self-seekers 
after ill-gotten wealth and power who care not a jot for the 
injury they work to industry or for the suffering they occasion 
to the poor. The department of commerce has recently made 
a report in which it shows that during the twenty years 
previous to 1901 there were 23,000 strikes in this country, en- 
tailing wage losses aggregating $260,000,000. The losses in- 
curred by the empioyers is put at $123,000,000.” 

“Labor is one of the most perishable products in the 
market. If it is not utilized it is lost forever. The workman 
owns only his labor. If he does not sell his labor to-day or 
utilize it he has thrown away a portion of his capital that 
he can never reclaim. Whenthousands of men deliberately 
throw away their labor by virtue of self-imposed idleness a 
loss is occasioned which is irretrievable. All the wheels of in- 
dustry are set back to a more or less degree by every strike 
that occurs. The certain and logical result of many strikes 
is illustrated to-day by the check that is generally visible 
everywhere to our abundant prosperity of recent years. Men 
cannot better their condition in life by making the world 
poorer. The United States is poorer to-day by millions of 
dollars of wealth than it would have been had there been no 
strikes in the last year.” ‘

In reply to “C. T.,” St. Paul, Minn., I give the fol- 
lowing answer to problem of cutting a pipe flange:

With the dividers set to the distance 
A lin A E B of section, strike a small arc 1’ from 
point O’ of pattern. With dividers set to the distance 
S R of second diagram, strike a small arc from the 
point O of pattern as center, cutting the first arc 1’ of 
pattern. From the point 1’ of pattern as center and 
O-1 of first diagram as radius, describe arc 1 which 
intersected with one struck from O of pattern as cen- 
ter and O’-1’ in plan as radius. Proceed in this man- 
ner, using the same order as shown by solid and dot- 
ted lines in pattern. A line traced through the points 
thus obtained will be the half pattern. 

The spacing of top is not necessary. The lines 
drawn in elevation demonstrate principles of triangu- 
lation.

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TROUBLE WITH FURNACE JOBS. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
I have been a constant, interested reader of your val- 


uable paper for many years, but I do not think I have 
ever used my pen before, but in reading your article 
in the last issue on hot air furnaces starts me off. 
Now I want to say the greatest trouble with the fur- 
nace jobs of to-day 1s, most of the figuring is guess 
work, and the men who figure on them do not know 
how they will install the job until they get the stock 
on the ground, and then they expect the tinner to 
make up what they have neglected to do. They ex- 
pect any makeshift kind of a job to give good results, 
and the first instruction, the tinner gets is we cannot 
do too much as the boss figured very low in order to 
get the work. Another thing is that tinners in general 
are wrong in their ideas of cold air supply. I have 
seen many jobs, taking from six to eight pipes, run- 
ning from 8” to 12” in size, hot air and one little 14x 
16 cold air return from the inside. Now there are 
men going around selling furnaces that tell the re- 
tailer to use all inside air and rctiin pack, as it saves 
fuel. Now how is it when you have a large house to 
heat and all the fresh air you get comes in around the 
doors and windows? I do not wonder at the sickness 
throughout the land. Give me a good furnace con- 
nected with good, fresh, out-door air as a cold air 
supply, and if you do not know how to figure the size 
of the hot air pipe in comparison to the size of the 
room you better stop and learn, for that will be the 
first step to a good heating plant. Next I am plezsed 
to see what an advance the side wall register is mak- 
ing, and if I had my way there would be no more 
floor registers used anywhere, as a sidewall is a great 
deal better in many ways. The old saying is a true 
one yet, “be sure you are right, then go ahead,” it ap- 
plies to heating as well as anything else. The place 
to begin is to start when you make an estimate. Plan 
everything just as if you were sure of the job and 
was ready to start setting the heater, then you will 
not waste time after trying to do a cheap job and 
make it work. I want to hear from other men of the 
experienced type. I have over twenty years’ con- 
stant experience and know what I am talking about.

James Kelleher is a new Elkader, [a., tinner.

The American Tin Plate Co.’s plant at Elwood, Ind., 
has a capacity of 30,000 boxes of tinplate per week. 


Harvey E. Barden, Milford D. Whedon and Sher- 
man Rowles are the incorporators of the Granville 
Slate Co., Granville, N. Y., capitalized at $50,000, for 
the manufacture of roofing and slate. 

Captain S. S. Rose of Gaffney, S. C., states that

L. A. Willis, who knows the metal business to his 
finger tips, has returned to the Galesburg Cornice 
Works, Galesburg, IIl., and will act as sales manager of 
that concern.

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CO-OPERATIVE DELIVERY. 





The co-operative system of delivery in the smaller 
cities and towns appears to have proven a success 
wherever it has been applied. Two notable instances 
of this way of getting goods from dealer to customer 
are afforded at Battle Creek and Coldwater, Mich. . 

At Battle Creek, while nearly all of the representa- 
tive merchants patronize the general delivery, some of 
them continue to supplement it with a driver or two 
on their own account. Writing of the system, one 
dealer—a dry goods man—says that the average cost 
to him of delivering his goods in that way is $4.50. 
As a rule, the cost would be a little heavier for grocers 
and merchants who have a great deal of delivering 
to do. 

There are four daily deliveries—the first leaving the 
barn at 7 a. m., the second 9:30 a. m., the third 1 p. m., 
and the fourth 3:30 p. m. The system consists of ten 
delivery wagons, the ten drivers working under a 
general manager, who aims to see that the goods are 
properly delivered. Each driver has a certain terri- 
tory which he covers each day. If the manager is a 
hustler, as he evidently is at Battle Creek, such a sys- 
tem is bound to prove very efficient and a saver of 
time and money. Experience has shown that it is 
profitable for the manager of such a system to charge 
the dealer only what it would cost the latter to operate 
a delivery wagon of his own each week. Thus, if it 
costs a grocer $9 for a driver, the general delivery 
man can afford to take charge of the entire delivery 
of the store at the same price and make a good profit 
at that. 

How economical the system is is indicated by the

fact that while one grocer pays but $14 for the de- 
livery service, another, whose business is much small- 
er, spends $60 a week for private wagons. 

A liveryman .who has horses and vehicles constant- 
ly at his disposal when they are not in commission for 
ordinary purposes is the man best fitted for the gen- 
eral delivery business. He is in a position to operate 
the system at a minimum of cost and to save the extra 
expense of special preparation to which another pro- 
moter of such a business might ‘be put. 

Dealers should make it a point to make weekly pay- 
ments for such services, and the owner of the delivery 
service should be equally prompt in making remunera- 
tion for any goods lost in transit. 

A like system has been in operation at Coldwater for 
more than ten years. Reports from that city show 
that the plan has reduced the average cost of delivery 
to the dealers to about one-half of its previous cost. 
Coldwater, with a population of about 6,000 people, is 
divided into four wards. One large covered wagon 
is provided for each ward. The grocers have four 
deliveries daily—8 and 10 a. m. 2 and 4’p.m. The 
amounts paid vary from $3 to $10 per week. Drivers 
are not allowed to solicit trade, although they may 
take written orders for goods from customers to the 
dealers. The little jealousy between merchants at 
first engendered has worn off and their delivery rela- 
tions have now been reduced to an amicable basis. 

On each delivery basket is the name or initial of 
each firm. Drivers are often forced to leave these 
baskets, but are supposed to pick them up on the next 
trip. Even though many baskets were lost in that 
way, dealers say the expense of delivery is only about 
half what it used to be.-—St. Paul Trade.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

Pig iron is the center of interest just now, the scat- 
tered buying of two weeks ago having developed into 
a well-defined movement. 

Foundrymen are now willing to cover for periods 
running up to six months. 

There are indications that the downward movement 
in pig iron has been arrested and that the market is on 
the upward grade again. 

Prices have stiffened on Southern grades, the leading 
producers asking 25 cents a ton more than a week ago. 

Nine-dollar iron has disappeared from the market 
entirely, and while a large tonnage was moved last 
week on the basis of $9.25 for No. 2 foundry at Bir- 
mingham, it is doubtful if anything better than $9.50 
could be secured to-day from the principal makers. 

At this price, no furnace will consider an order for 
deliveries extending beyond go days. 

Some ask $10 for deliveries in the second quarter. 

The majority decline to quote at all on such business. 

The attitude of furnaces on the question of deliveries 
is one of the strongest features of the local market. 

It has done much toward lifting it from the slough of 
despond. 

In marked contrast to the tone of pig iron is. the 
weakness of finished materials. 

In steel bars alone is there any animation, and specifi- 
cations on this material are far below contract require- 
ments. 

Demand for bar iron continues at low ebb and prices 
have receded $1 a ton within the week. 

Orders for structural shapes and plates are scarce 
and specifications on heavy rails have also fallen off. 

Sales of wire products are light, the leading interest 
shading its regular prices where competition de- 
mands it. 





BARS. 


Demand for iron bars has been light during the week 
and sales have been made on the basis of 1.30c Chicago, 
$1 a ton below the price of a week ago. Purchases of 
steel bars have also been light, though specifications 
keep up to normal proportions. Producers of these 
products are not doing much to stimulate trade, owing 
to the general weakness of the market. Consumers are 
awaiting with interest the action of the meeting of the 
steel bar manufacturers in New York this week, al- 
though it is not believed there will be any change in 
prices. We quote iron bars, 1.30c to 1.35c, Chicago, 
carload lots, mill shipments, half extras. Steel bars, 
1.46¥%c, half extras, Chicago delivery, carload lots, 
mill shipment:, with 5c to 10c extra for less than car- 
load lots; ang'es, less than 3x3, 1.561.c base half ex- 
tras; hoops, 1.91%4c for car lots and 1.81%c for lots 
of 250 tons and greater, with full extras. Jobbers’ 
quotations on carloads and less: Iron, 1.65c to 1.75¢,
